The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claim 4, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a device for measuring the distribution of selected properties of a material at 
least one imaging sensor detecting a picture of the reflectivity, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claims 4-5, 8/4, 9/4, 10/9, and 11/9. 
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As to claim 6, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a device for measuring the distribution of selected properties of a material said 
imaging sensor detects a picture of the reflectivity and transmissivity and propagation speed of 
sound waves, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 6-7, 8/6, 9/6, 10/9, and 
11/9.
